The details of the operation had been in every amateur publication for 
months prior to the actual take-off. It was so heavily publicized that 
it almost got to be a bore to open up the latest QST, 73 and etc.. In 
spite of all the informative articles, chit chat on repeaters, on HF, in 
person and via a lot of media coverage, we had a large number of hams 
that pezsisted in attempting to make a contact with W5LFL on his trans- 
mit frequency! The effort at policing, justified or not, resulted in 
utter chaos. Profanity, name calling, unidentified transmissions and, 
in spite of well meaning 'policemen', supposedly good operators just 
went right ahead and kept on with their. attempts at making a contact on 
the publicized listening frequency while the 'policemen' continued to 
make the situation worse. ° 


One can only guess as to how many hundreds of thousands of people, as a 
result of media coverage, were tuned in with scanners. I wonder how 
many of them were family groups with small children. I wonder how many. 
of them had heard that amateur radio was a great hobby and, perhaps, - 
might have been considering taking a ham class in the future. I wonder 
how many CBers, long abused by ham operators, sat back and chuckled with 
amusement. We can only guess at how this poor demonstration of civility 
might affect the media. The very media that many individual hams and 
clubs have strived to impress with the good in amateur radio.

Quite surely, the rural areas of the country experienced no 
problems with the animals turned loose in pursuit of a QSL card from 
outer space. The majority of the strife came from metropolitan areas 
such as Portland, Oregon. It must be assumed that what occurred here 
would be indicative of what happened in all of the major population 
areas of our country.-_ ‘ ; 


What I am saying is, of course, only one mans opinion. Like many other 
hams, I have heard similar instances of shabby operation. Most often 
on nets, DX list taking’ and the occasional argument over who was on a 
frequency first. At. least, in those cases, the trash that is heard is 
mostly confined to hams. What happened is a serious blow to us all! 
You may feel otherwise and consider what I have said as to be overly 
exaggerated. I sincerly hope that you are right and I am wrong! Like 
many others, I look forward to enjoying amateur radio for seme years to 
come. If we encounter too many other episodes such as: we suffered with 
STS-9, I fear for-our’future. The damage has been done and repairs are 
essential. How do we do it? That's another story.
